It was a busy day in court that 26th 


d a y of July, 1911, at Decatur, when 
lour cases of felony were heard, con­ 
victed and sentenced between the hours 
of 1:30 and 6:30 p. rn., each being a 
seperate case. 
It was after a special grand jury 
had been called at the request of four 
inmates ol: the “ county bastile 
in 
order to keep the boys from waiting 6 
months for trial. 
Most of you know about the case of 
the writer who was accused of “ for­ 
gery” and who had been brought back 
from Virginia to be tried. 
He arrived here and then the office* s 
found they had a “ white elephant” on 
exhibition, as it would require bank 
cashiers from Utah, New \ ork and 
Missouri to make it sure for the state 
and as none of these banks had lost 
money, it was a matter of doubt wheth­ 
er busy men could be induced to leave 
their business places and spend their 
time and money to help some men who 
have gotten rich by loaning you the 
depositor’s money at usury interest. 
Of course, 
the defendant could 
e a s ily la y in jail for months and 
months, and then finally be dismissed 
for want of evidence. It meant per­ 
secution and not prosecution. 
The state however “ got wise” and 
concluded it had better take 
it 
could get and an agreement was reach­ 
ed and here he goes for two years to 
prison rather than lay in jail indefine- 
telv, It shows how the officials make 
m istakes by biting off something that 
can’t be “ chawed” . 
If all the stories are true VanZandt 
got the big end of the club, $400 of 
Banker Koonce’s money and a “ few” 
loose dollars otherwise which needed 
circulation. Of course much of the

MORE RAILROAD NEWS To County Superintendent. 


The following letter from H. F. 
Mitchell of Weatherford to our Mayor 
of Bridgeport, is, possibly, self ex­ 
planatory; 
“ It h a s been quite awhile since I 
received your letter which was ad­ 
dressed to me at New York, City. In 
fact, it has been so long I guess you 
think I am not going to make any re­ 
ply at all to this letter, but I did not 
want to writhe you another line until I 
could truthfully say that / had accom­ 
plished th© proposition which I had 
gone there to close, and in order to 
do this it took every bit of my time 
while there. 
“ I was gone three months today, 
and at the time I left here really be­ 
lieved that I would not be gone longer 
than ten days or two weeks, but you 
see it has been much longer than shat. 
I want to 3ay to you that I have ar­ 
ranged matters by which this railroad 
will be completed the entire distance 
from Gainesville to Brownwood, and 
want to say to you at the same time 
we can not begin this work anew with 
in the next four or five days, but in 
the very near future. This matter 
will all be adjusted, commenced anew 
and not closed down anymore until it 
is finished outright. 
“ I expect within the next ten days 
to be in your town with some parties 
that are directly interested in the pro­

The county superintendent of public 
instruction in each county is required 
by law to organize and hold a county 
teachers’ institute of five consecutive 
days of seven hours each within the 
first four months of the scholastic 
year, and the teachers under contract 
in the county at the time the institute 
is held are required, under forfeiture 
of their certificates, to attend the full 
five days, for which attendance they 
are entitled to receive pay according 
to their contracts as though they were 
teaching. The county teachers* in­ 
stitute in Texas is therefore recogniz­ 
ed as a part of the school work of the 
year; and it becomes the duty of the 
county superintendent 
to organiz# 
and direct that work so as to accom­ 
plish the greatest good to the schools, 
the main object of the institute being 
the improvement of the teach*iii; inj 
the schools. 
A good program for the five days, 
dealing with the fundamental phases 
of the teacher’s work and the more 
imperative needs of the schools of the 
county, should be carefully prepared 
with competent assistance and furnish­ 
ed to the teachers and the school trus­ 
tees at leant one month in advance of 
the date of the meeting. 
Where there 
ar$ as many as fifty s teachers in a 
county, the institute program should 
provide for a primary section, 


Uy of whose work the county superin­ 
tendent Is officially responsible. To 
hold the institute in the courthouse, 
without blackboards and apparatus, 
when a suitable schoolhouseis avail­ 
able is a confession on the part of the 
county superintendent that he does 
not appreciate the purpose and the 
work of the institute. The competent 
county superintendent should devote 
himself exclusively to the institute 
during the week, other official bus}-* 
ness being deferred to a more appro-; 
priate time. 
Require the teachers to be present 
not only at roll call, as in some coun­ 
ties the case has been heretofore, but 
for seven hours each day, remember 
log that the county superintendent 
has no legal authority to grant a per­ 
mit of absence to any teacher. In 
case of sickness or other misfortune, 
the teacher may not be able to attend, 
but failure from any other cause to 
attend 7 hours each day deprives the 
teacher of any pay whatever for the 
week.

A Condensing Nebula. 
It has long been .suspected that 
many of the nebulae are in process of 
condensation into stars, and the fa­ 
mous “white nebula” in Andromeda 
has been thought by some to be ac­ 
tually a star cluster rather than a 
mass of gaseous matter. Recent spec­ 
troscopic study by Mr. Fatb with the 
sixty inch reflector of the Mount Wil­ 
son Solar observatory indicates that 
this nebula gives spectra of the solar 
type and that it has really condensed. 

Mr. Fatb 
finds evidence of progressive change 
in the spectra of nebulae with change 
of form, and this progression indi­

He took the gun. climbed on the foot 
of his bed, and, standing on the rail 
as he had stood when he shot down 
into the street, leaned forward and 
took aim.

He was hampered by his handcuffs. 
His foot slipped, and he toppled head 
first out of the window into the street 
below’ and broke his neck —Paris Let­ 
ter in London Express.
